To throw 
a curve of 17 inches, a spin of 
1.800 revolutions per m inute m ust 
be achieved A professional pitch­ 
er can approach this, but not al­ 
w ays achieve it, the Bureau said.

B ureau said the research was 
conducted when equipm ent was 
not needed for official work. The 
study was undertaken partly be­ 
cause of its value in aerodynam ­ 


ics and partly because the fellow 
who m ade it is a life long base­ 
ball fan. 
In another area of research — 
dealing with the m ysteries of vir­ 
uses and how to com bat them — 
both the governm ent and private 
industry are m aking rapid pro­ 
gress. 
A recent study of where this 
research stands indicates that or­ 
al vaccines for polio, and perhaps 
other diseases will be on the m a r­ 
ket by next year. These easy-to- 
take pills will do much to further 
m ass im m unization, particularly 
am ong the large group of child­ 
ren and adults who shy aw ay 
from the hypoderm ic needle. 
The battle against the viruses 
is m aking rapid strides as better 
laboratory equipm ent and m eth­ 
ods succeed in isolating som e of 
the thousands of specific viruses 
which are known to exist.

FROM BRITISH TALKS WITH 
U. S. AND ALLIES - Selwyn 
Lloyd believes the Russians in­ 
tend to be reasonable at the for­ 
eign 
m inisters conference, also 
at the Sum m it m eeting. He be­ 
lieves the Berlin crisis m ay turn 
out to be a blessing. It m ay re­ 
m ove cold w ar tensions. He ex­ 
pressed the view that K hrushchev 
m ay well have stirred up the 
Berlin crisis deliberately in or­ 
der to prod the West into a Sum ­ 
m it conference. Lloyd w as con­ 
vinced the Russians would not 
start w ar over Berlin. 
A rath er lengthy and im portant 
diagnosis of w hat is happening 
inside R ussia and how it affects 
the West w as given by the B rit­ 
ish Foreign M inister, based on 
his recent trip to 
Moscow. 
It 
was by far the m ost im portant 
viewpoint expressed at the NATO 
m eeting. 
In brief, he balanced 
political differences inside NATO 
off against 
political differences 
inside R ussia, as follows: 
INSIDE NATO - Some West- 
em leaders believe that an end 
of the cold w ar would bring dis­ 
unity am ong the NATO allies and 
a spread of neutralism tow ard 
Moscow. Without the th reat of 
R ussian aggression and the cold 
w ar. NATO would fall apart. 
INSIDE THE KREMLIN - E x­ 
actly the sam e dissension is ta k ­ 
ing place am ong Russian lead­ 
ers. The anti-W est, conservative. 
pro-Stalin clique in opposition to 
K hrushchev 
believes 
in 
m ore 
arm am ent and m ore ability to 
crack down on the West 
The 
liberal clique led by K hrushchev 
believes it s possible to relieve 
pressures and get along with the 
West. 
E laborating 
these 
ideas, 
the 
British 
claim ed 
that 
relieving 
cold w ar tensions would encour­ 
age peaceful forces inside R us­ 
sia. that the West could afford 
the sam e lessening of tension if 
it strengthened pro-West forces 
inside the Kremlin. 
The cold w ar. the B ritish a r­ 
gued. keeps the cork on the So­ 
viet Union. It keeps tensions bot­ 


tled up. It discourages the very 
healthy trend of the Russian peo­ 
ple 
tow ard 
broader 
education, 
higher standards of living, and 
g reater tolerance. The higher the 
level of education and living stan­ 
dards in Russia. Selwyn Lloyd 
argued, the m ore the Russians 
want 
to negotiate, 
not 
fight. 
Therefore, the British position is 
to use Berlin as a m eans of es­ 
tablishing a better understanding 
with Russia. This can be done, 
the British claim ed, without su r­ 
rendering any of our real respon­ 
sibilities in Berlin.
